in Chrift Feſus. All Scripture us given by inſpiration of God, and i 
profitable for Doftrine, for reproof, for correttion, for inſtruttion in 
riohteouſneſs. Thar the man of God may be perfet thorg'rly furmſhid 
unto alt 000d works. © Thus by 'the Lords Providence theſe Cloud 


bliſhed as perpetual, and what he regulated, and what he abolt 
ſhed and finiſhed upon the Croſs : And of his holy Apoſtles and 
Eyangeliſts, and how the Church was governed. under the Lay, 
and under the Goſpel of Chriſt.
